A, Northwestern dept; B, where the 
boys met Thiel a nd Mosse, on the roa d 
going south Sa turda y Afternoon; C, Dix­ 
on’s house; D, Lev a n’s house; E, the cul­ 
v ert where Thiel’s body wa s found; F, 
the roa d on which Mosse wa s seen with 
a spa de going south; G, the roa d west 
which Mosse took when Miss Ba rr left 
him a s she went on south. 


W i l l i s S p i l l e r . 
Liv es in Dixon, works in plow shops; 
knows Mosse; he commenced boa rding 
with him la st August a nd continued un­ 
til he wa s a rrested. 
Nev er sa w him wea r 
a wa tch cha in; sa w hitn wea r Miss Smith’s 
ring: it ha d a cross on it; nev er sa w a 
ring like it; he wore it a week or so; don’t 
remember when he la st sa w Mosse wea r 
the ring; Mosse sa id he lost the ring when 
he wa s wa shing his ha nds he thought; sa id 
this on Monda y or Tuesda y before the a r­ 
rest. 
Witness looked a bout the ya rd for 
the ring; don’t know tha t Mosse looked 
for ring. 
Mosse wa s present when wit­ 
ness a nd Fra nk Spiller ta lked of a bible 
tha t witness bought of defenda nt. 
It wa s 
on the da y of Ca tholic confirma tion. Wit­ 
ness told Fra nk tha t he could get one of 
Mosse; the la tter spoke up a nd sa id “ no, 
he could not get a ny more of them a s the

gone; did 
not sa y who 
the a gent wa s tha t he

to; 
did not spea k of Thiel a s the a gent. Wit­ 
ness took the bible of Mosse on boa rd a c­ 
count; did not lea rn where Mosse got the 
b ib le; suppose it wa s of Thiel. 
Mosse 
wa s not doing much of a nything the week 
b efo re his a rrest. So me times lie wore 
one su it o f clothes a nd sometimes a noth­ 
er. 
Witness wa s there when Woodya tt 
g o t Mo sse’ spa nts. Co at a nd pa nts shown 
to witn ess; he ha d seen Mosse wea r them 
Mo sse ha d on the co at when Woodya tt 
g o t the pa nts from the room. 
Witness 
sh o wn the broken stick a nd sa id he did 
not k n o w tha t he ev er sa w it before; his 
ch ild ren ha d for a b all club a sta ir ba nis­ 
ter tha t looked liked tha t; it is not a round 
there now; looked 
fo r the club but could 
not find it; little b o y tha t used the club is 
six yea rs old. Sea rched premises for club 
on the nqxt da y a fter Moss^ wa s a rrested. 
VN itness ha d a spa de tha t wa s missed on 
Thursda y, Sept. 17th. 
It wa s a n old, 
rusty spa de; no ninrk to distinguish it. 
On Frida y when Mosse wa s a rrested wit­ 
ness looked for spa de beca use ma rsha l 
a sked him a bout it; ha d lea rned tha t 
Mosse went south with a spa de. 
When 
the spa de wa s shown he sa id it looked 
like his spa de; ha d nev er found his spa de. 
Witness tra ded kniv es with Mosse couple 
weeks before the a rrest; witness exhibited 
the knife he got of Mosse; la st time he re­ 
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members seeing the knife wa s Sept. 11, he 
a nd Mosse were on Pitcher’s porch whit­ 
tling; nev er sa w knife a fterwa rds.

when he found the knife.

fore Mosse wa s brought from Lloyd’s to 
the culv ert.

cross roa ds on Wednesda y morning be­ 
tween sev en a nd eight o’clock. Mosse 
wa s thers. 
Ca me a ga in just before noon 
while witness wa s loa ding gra v el; Lowry 
wa s ha uling from the sa me pit; don’t 
know where Mosse wa s when he disa p 
pea red; sa w him a t cross roa ds, nea r cul­ 
v ert; ma de the turn to go west; he stop­ 
ped a nd ta lked with Ma ry Ba rr. Sa w him 
turn to go west. 
Sa w nothing of him un­ 
til he ca me to him just before noon. 
Re­ 
ma ined there with witness perha ps twen­ 
ty minutes. 
Mosse then sta rted north;
